ARAFAT, HAWATMEH TO MEET IN CAIRO 


RAMALLAH, West Bank, (AFP) 
— Nayef Hawatmeh, a PLO 
opposition leader shunned 
by hard-line colleagues for 
shaking hands with Israeli 
President Ezer Weizman, will 
meet soon in Cairo with 
Palestinian chief Yasser 
Arafat, aides said on Monday. 

Taysser Khaled, ,a senior 
member of Hawatmeh's 
Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine 
(DFLP), told the Voice of 
Palestine radio he met with 
Arafat In Ramallah on 
Monday to arrange the Cairo 
encounter. 


"We discussed the issue of 
a national dialogue (between 
Arafat's Palestinian Authority 
and opposition groups) and 
the upcoming meeting in 
Cairo between President 
Arafat and Hawatmeh,” 
Khaled said.

“The $150 million will be deposited in Jordan very soon," the 
source told Reuters. “The UAE Is also seriously considering other 
economic measures to help Jordan/Ee 

Official sources earlier told Reuters that the UAE could also offer 
Jordan a smaller casli amount as a grant and provide the Kingdom 
with some oil on generous terms. 

They said the decision to aid Jordan was taken before King 
Hussein’s recent death. But further measures were being consid¬ 
ered to help his son, King Abdullah, who has friendly relations 
with members of the ruling families of the Gulf Arab emirates of 
Abu Dhabi and Dubai. 

UAE Central Bank Governor Nasser AJ-Suweidi earlier said steps 
had been taken to transfer a deposit to Jordan's central bank but 
did not give any figures.

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MANAMA (AFP) — US Secretary of the Navy Richard Danzig 
arrived in Bahrain on Tuesday at the start of a swing through the 
Gulf to meet government and military officials, the US embassy 
said. An embassy spokesman said Danzig, who took office in 
November, was on an '‘orientation tour of the region." The 
Manama visit would last “a number of days," he said, declining 
to give an itinerary. The navy secretary was received at Manama 
airport by Bahrain's Defence Minister Sheikh Khalifa ibn Ahmad 
at-Khalifa, the Gulf state's official news agency GNA said. The 
embassy said Danzig would also meet American military per¬ 
sonnel in Bahrain, which serves as base for the US Fifth Fleet. 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein has threatened to hit air bases 
in Kuwait and Saudi Arabia used by US and British warplanes to 
patrol a “no-fly" zone over southern Iraq. The patrols, which are 
also mounted from a Fifth Fleet carrier in Gulf waters, have trig¬ 
gered a series of clashes since the Desert Fox air war waged by 
the United Stntes and Britain in mid-December. On Monday, five 
people were killed in raids on southern Iraq, a military 
spokesman in Baghdad said. The US military said that four Iraqi 
military sites were Targeted. 


DOHA (AFP) — French and Qatari troops on Ttiesday wound up 
several days of live-fire joint exercises in this Gulf Arab state, the 
official news agency QNA said. Qatari infantry and combat heli¬ 
copters took part in the exercises, which aimed "to boost the 
fighting capacity" of the emirate's army, it said. The two states 
have been linked by a defense pact since 1994 and hold regular 
joint land, sea and air exercises. France supplies 80 percent of 
the weapons used by the 10.000-strong Qatari armed forces. 




KUWAIT CITY (AFP) — Kuwaiti police have arrested a Saudi 
claiming to be a prophet sent by Allah to alleviate oppression, 
the interior ministry said Thesday. The man, identified only as 
M.J., went to the offices of A1 Rai Al Aam newspaper, where he 
claimed he was the "prophet, messenger of Allah, sent to all 
people and ordered by Allah to alleviate oppression." 

The paper called in the security services who arrested the 
man, who said he received messages from God “by Instinct, 
something inherited From my father, who was also a prophet." 
An interior ministry spokesman said the Saudi, thought to be 
mentally ill, was taken to hospital and an investigation 
launched. 


KHARTOUM (AFP) — Democratic Republic of Congo (DRC) 
President Laurent Kabila arrived in Wiartoum for an unan¬ 
nounced visit and discussions with President Omar Al Bashir, a 
press report said Tuesday. Kabila, whose country has since last 
August been gripped by a conflict between his forces and a 
mainly Tbtsi-initiated rebellion that began In the east, went into 
private talks with Bashir, the Al Rai Al Aam daily said. The press 
and officials gave no details of the meeting or the purpose of 
the visit by Kabila, whose vast country borders in part on the 
south of Sudan, where General Bashir seized power in a June 
1989 military coup. The DRC conflict has drawn in troops from 
several other countries, with acknowledged involvement on 
Kabila's side by Zimbabwe, Angola, Namibia and Chad and on 
the rebel side by Rwanda and Uganda. Southern Sudan has been 
wracked since 1983 by insurgency by . the Sudan People's 
Liberation Army, resisting domination of animist and Christian 
territory by the Islamic.

AL AIN, United Arab •

"Tills individual is incapable of even 
hitting the tail of a plane overflying his 
territory," it said. “If Saddam could dam¬ 
age the finger of an American or British 
soldier, he would have done it without 
threat or warning.” 

The patrols over southern Iraq, also 
mounted from a US carrier in Gulf waters, 
have led to a series or dashes since oper¬ 
ation Desert Fox air waged by the US-led 
allies.

In an Interview with Radio Monte 
Carlo on Tuesday. Ramadan criticized 
Turkey's decision to allow US warplanes 
to use the Turkish base of Incirlik for 
patrols of the "no-fly’' zone over northern 
Iraq. “If Tbrkey continues to- provide a 
launch-pad Tor attacks against Iraq then 
this base is certainly concerned like those 
bases in Kuwait and Saudi Arabia used by 
American aircraft," Ramadan said. 

The reaction in the Kuwaiti press to 
the Iraqi threats was as strong as in 
Riyadh, with the top selling newspaper 


calling for the use of military force 
against Baghdad. 

“The international community must 
make Iraq bear responsibility for the con¬ 
sequences of Its threats," said Al Anbaa. 
“And if Iraq is not dissuaded, there is 
nothing left but force, it's the only lan¬ 
guage that it understands." 

Al Anbaa said Iraq’s "barking does not 
frighten us" and that the leadership in 
Baghdad was the worst enemy of its own ■ 
people, and not their neighbors in 
Kuwait, which Iraqi forces occupied from 
August 1990 until the 1991 GulfWfer. 

The Kuwaiti government has con¬ 
demned Saddam’s threat and said It 
"reflected once again the hostile inten¬ 
tions of the Iraqi regime against the state 
of Kuwait, brotherly Saudi Arabia and 
other neighboring states." 

The US secretary of state issued a stem 
warning on Monday. 

“We I rave made it clear that were there 
any attacks on our forces or any neigh¬ 
boring countries, that our response 
would be swift and sure," said Albright. 

US national security advisor Sandy ( 
Berger added tliat “the Iraqis should have 
no misunderstanding about the conse¬ 
quences that this would have... It would 
be extraordinarily counterproductive for 
the Iraqis." 

But Iraq's official media ignored the 
warnings and said Tuesday that Kuwait 
and Saudi Arabia had simply "gone too 
far" in supporting the US attacks.

"Any question on which it falls to consult us in 
advance... will have no chance of success,"

"If they refuse a dialogue with us, they will 
not be authorized to come to us and we will not 
be concerned with whatever they are planning," 
he said.

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OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (AP) — 
A new dispute erupted Tuesday 
between Israel and the 
Palestinian National Authority 
(PNA)over control of the AI Aqsa 
Mosque compound. Islam’s 
third Iwlicst shrine- in 
Jerusalem. 

The two sides wrangled over 
a new office opened recently in 
the compound by the Jerusalem 
mufti, or chief Muslim cleric, 
who was appointed by Arafat’s 
PNA in 1994. 

It was the latest in a series of 
confrontations, some ol which 
have resulted in bloodshed and 
alarmed the Muslim world. 

Israel complained that the 
opening of a new office for die 
mufti violated the Israeli- 
Palestinian autonomy agree¬ 
ments which bar the PNA from 
operating in Jerusalem. 

Israel has asked the mufti, 
Ikrenin Sabri. not Co enter the 
new office, said David Bar-lllan, 
a top adviser to Israeli Prime 
Minister Benyamin Netanyahu. 

The mosque compound is 
lined un one side by the 


Western Wall, Judaism's holiest 
site, and both sides watch 
closely for any attempts to 
change the sLatus quo. 


The Netanyahu government 
has asked the United States to 
intervene, said Larry Schwartz, 
a spokesman foi the US 
embassy in Tel Aviv. Schwartz 
said Israel asked that the issue 
be raised during US-Palestiniaii 
talks being held in Washington 
this week. 

The mufti used to have an 
office on the edge of the walled 
AI Aqsa compound, with the 
entrance facing outside the 
complex. Mis new one-room 
office is located inside the com¬ 
pound. 

Officials in the Islamic Trust, 
or Waqf. which administers the 
Al Aqsa compound and other 
Muslim sites, said the mufti 
moved to the new location 
because lie bad heart problems 


Hizbullah said the raid followed an attack by 
the Shiite Muslim initida which caused casualties 
among Israeli troops.

Tc! Aviv (AFP) — Israel deported 
nearly 5.000 illegal foreign workers 
last year, a sharp increase in such 
expulsions over previous years, the 
interior ministry reported on 
Tliesday. 

Tlie ministry said it had issued 
5.453 deportation orders against 
foreigners working in Israel with¬ 
out visas and actually expelled 
4.859 of the illegal aliens. 

The figures represented a signif¬ 
icant increase in deportations of 
illegal immigrants, up from 2.768 
in 1997 and only 953 in 1996. 

Most of the deportees over¬ 
stayed valid tourist or work visas 
and only a minority were involved 
in criminal activity, primarily 
women working as prostitutes^ the 
ministry said- 

Several dozen persons were also 
deported for unspecified *’security 
reasons," it said. 

Those expelled in 1998 included 
1,505 from countries of the former 
Soviet Union, 1,328 from Romania, 
326 from India, 248 from Thrkcy.

165 from Nigeria, 160 
from Colombia. 144 from Equator, 
140 from the Philippines. 124 from 
Egypt and 119 from Bulgarin.

ANKARA (AFP) — Abdullah 
Ocalan, the Kurdish separatist 
leader whose capture was 
announced Tuesday, is seen by 
Kurdish nationalists as their 
Scarlet Pimpernel but by 
Ankara as a terrorist whose 
hands are stained with blood. 

The burly 49-year-old known 
as "Apo," whose fiery gaze and 
bushy black moustache are 
known to Friend and Foe alike, 
has led the Kurdish Labor Party 
(PKK) since 1978. when he cre¬ 
ated the Marxist-oriented party 
with a group of fellow stu¬ 
dents. 

Known initially as “Apocular" 
(The Apoists), the PKK has since 
waged an armed battle for the 
creation of a ‘Greater 
Kurdistan," an independent 
Kurdish state in southeast 
Tlirkey Incorporating Kurds 
from TUrkey, Syria, Iran and 


Iraq. 

A Kurdish homeland would 
comprise 20 million inhabi¬ 
tants and cause convulsions in 
the region. 

Ocalan's flight to Moscow 
last October, following negotia¬ 
tions between Ankara and 
Damascus that he feared would 
end in his extradition, and his 
arrest a month later in Rome, 
triggered a storm of heated 
demands by Turkey for his 
extradition and of protests by 
Kurdish nationalists demanding 
his release. 

Rome refused to hand Ocalan 
over under a clause of the con¬ 
stitution that bars extradition 
to countries where the extradi- 
tee risks the death penalty. 

Instead, Ocalan was placed 
under house arrest and finally, 
in January, allowed to leave the 
country.

A police spokesman later 
said that several suspected 
culprits were arrested at 
Tashkent's airport, but would 
not specify how many nor 
who they were. 

Karimov, 61, immediately 
went on state television to 
denounce the perpetrators 
who he said were trying to 
assassinate him. 

The president had been due 
to chair a cabinet session in 
the government building 
when the car bombs went olT 
just 100 meters (yards) away 
on the central Musrakillik 
Square. 

"The goal was to do away 
with the president, to violate 
order in the counrry and to 
frighten (us), but we have 
forces to fight extremism," 
said Karimov, who has ruled 
this Central Asian republic 
since it won independence 
from the Soviet Union in 
1991. 

"Some forces wanted to 
show that Uzbekistan is not a 
politically stable country," 
said Karimov, pictured stand¬ 
ing in front of the damaged 
government building sur¬ 
rounded by officials and secu¬ 
rity guards as he delivered his 
address.

“Several people were torn 
to pieces and one body was 
thrown nut into the road." 
one witness said. 

Government workers origi¬ 
nally thought the blasts had 
occurred in the building itself 
and panic ensued as they tried 
to escape. Minutes later, secu¬ 
rity forces arrived, surround¬ 
ed the building and scaled off 
the entire area. 

The television news showed 
the bloodied faces of govern¬ 
ment workers and the build¬ 
ing's sagging seventh floor. 
Police warned passers by that 
the building was in danger of 
collapsing. 

Within an hour of the two 
Mustnkillik Square explosions 
several other hoinhs went olf 
throughout the city. Officials 
put the total number of blasts 
at live or six. 

One car bomb explosion 
rocked Tashkent's airport, 
while another shook the 
national bank. A third device 
placed in a private home del¬ 
imited near a trallic police 
office, the national seciuily 
office said. 

Within hours of the blasts 
the entile city center was | 
closed to all liaffic. 

Mustnkillik Square is n pop¬ 
ular spot for tourists and 
locals alike because of the 
government buildings, muse¬ 
ums and concert hall and its 
rows of fountains are shown 
in guidebooks of Tashkent. 

In an initial reaction in 
Moscow. Russia denounced 
the blasts as a terrorist attack. 

“These actions bear a ter¬ 
rorist nature and therefore 
demand the strongest denun¬

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WTO AGREEMENT 
TO BE RATIFIED 

GENEVA (AFP) — An Agreement liberalising trade in financial 
services will take effect from March | as scheduled, following 
a decision Friday by 52 governments, the World Trade 
Oi-ganizatlon (WTO) said on Monday. 

These governments, including those of the United States, 
Japan, and all but one or the European Union (EU) states, have 
already ratified the accord reached in December 1997 at WTO 
Geneva headquarters. Backers of the liberalisation pact 
■ account for about 95 percent of global activity in banking, bro¬ 
kerage, insurance, and fund management. I 

The pact was set to come into force on March 1. But because 
18 governments among the 71 signatory parties, among which 
is the European Commission, have yet to finish the required 
domestic procedures formally to accept the deal, those that 
have completed the work were given the right to decide 
whether to start on time, or agree to a delay. 

The ones which are ready account for the overwhelming 
bulk of financial services activity. Meeting to pronounce on the 
issue, representatives from 52 governments decided that "the I 
date would not be changed", the WTO said. 

They were confident that these countries would come on I 
board as quickly as their procedures allow them to." a WTO 
officiar said.

Ruggiero urged governments not yet on the list to ratify the 
protocol as soon as possible, stressing the accord was not 
aimed at liberalizing capital flows but at creating opportuni¬ 
ties Tor businesses to establish toeholds and expand overseas. 

At a later meeting on Monday, the WTO's council for trade 
in services extended the deadline for accepting the pact, 
known as the fifth protocol to the WTO's General Agreement 
on Trade in Services, for another six months starting immedi¬ 
ately. The new cut-off point is June 15, 1999 in place of an orig¬ 
inal deadline of January 29. Most Asian countries who joined 
the pact have ratified the protocol, including economically 
hard-hit Thailand, Indonesia and South Korea. 

The Philippines is the one notable Asian country still out¬ 
standing. Australia, Brazil, Luxembourg and Costa Rica are also 
among the have-nots. Though committed to carry out their lib¬ 
eralization commitments, countries who have nor ratified can¬ 
not be judged by die WTO's dispute settlement machinery 
when the financial services pact takes effect. 

The deal, struck afrer nine months of negotiations, and 
tough last minute bargaining by a handful of countries, chiefly I 
the United States, liberalises key domestic financial sectors to 
varying degrees and with differing time frames. As the United 
States is already the worlds most Open banking and insurance 
market, Washington pressed hard to secure more concessions 
for its financial services industry, mainly from previously fast- 

growing economies in Asia.

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MICROSOFT COULI 
BE DISMANTLED

F INANCE ministers and cen¬ 
tral bank governors from 
the world’s seven leading 
economies meet in Bonn this 
weekend with one unanswered 
question uppermost in their 
minds - has the global financial 
crisis blown itself out or is the 
worst still to come? 

Eighteen months after the 
first signs of trouble emerged in 
Thailand, the impact of the 
slowdown on the West is now 
gradually being felt. Exports are 
being hard hit, growth is mod¬ 
erating, fears of recession are 
being voiced. For the moment, 
the’ G7 gathering at 
Konlgswinter on Saturday looks 
less like the Magnificent Seven 
and more like America and the 
Six Dwarfs. The US economy, 
defying all the pundits, is still 
steaming along at b rapid rate, 
but Japan is experiencing the 
worst slump of any major coun¬ 
try since the war. Moreover, 
Europe's recovery since the 
middle of 1996 looks to be com¬ 
ing lo an abrupt halt and there 
are signs of a worrying lack of 
collaboration between the 
European Central Bank and 
finance ministries in France and 
Germany. Most analysts agree 
on what needs to happen now. 
Growth In the G7 countries 
needs to be better balanced, 
with some of the strain taken 
off the US by the rest of the 
“gang”. That means that a way 
has to be found to lift japan out 
of its chronic deflationary trap 
and European growth needs to 
be boosted. If those two things 


were to occur, then Alan 
Greenspan at the US Federal 
Reserve could try gently to 
deflate America's stock-market 
bubble rather than risk an 
almighty blow-out at some 
point in the future. All this is 
easier said than done. The 
response of policy makers to 



the global turbulence since July 
1997 has been unimpressive 
and the International Monetary 
Fund has been steadily down¬ 
grading its forecast for world 
growth this year. Even so, the 
G7 will no doubt accentuate the 
positive this weekend and sug¬ 
gest that the corner may well 
have been turned. 

In all three of the G7‘s com¬ 
ponent parts - North America. 
Asia and Europe there are rea¬ 
sons why this optimism could 
prove justified. In North 
America, the United States grew 
by around 4 per cent in 1998, 
the fifth year in a row in which 
it lias expanded more rapidly 
than forecasters expected. 
Some argue rhat the US is about 
to be flattened by a triple 
whammy of an unsustainable 
savings ratio, a reaction to 
severe over-investment and a 
re-building of savings by con¬ 
sumers, but this is far from a 
universal view. David Hale, chief 
economist for the Zurich Group, 
believes consumers will only 


start to save rather than spend 
if Wall Street suffers a sustained 
collapse, business investment is 
being driven by the IT revolu¬ 
tion and that the US is having 
no trouble financing its current 
account deficit through the sale 
of equities and bonds. 

In Japan, the government Is 
convinced that green shoots of 
recovery are starting to show 
through. The lead indicator of 
economic growth has been ris¬ 
ing since the middle of last year, 
and output stopped falling in 
the fourth quarter of 1998. The 
Bank of Japan's Interest rate cut 
last week was designed to 
ensure that this expansion does 
not fizzle out, as it has done on 
many previous occasions during 
the 1990s. Finally, there is a dis¬ 
parity in Europe between the 
business sector, which has 
become increasingly gloomy 
over the past year, and cheery 
consumers. Some economists 
believe that the optimism of 
consumers is a better guide to 
European growth than the pes¬ 
simism of industrialists, and 
that growth will be further 
boosted when the new 
European Central Bank cuts 
rates from 3 per cent to 2.5 per 
cent this year. 

Outside the Big Three 
economies there are some 
hopefi.il signs. South Korea and 
Thailand seem to have turned 
the comer, while the absence of 
inflation gives policy makers the 
scope to follow expansionary 
policies, if all goes well, the 
global economy may fare better 
in 1999 than anyone has yet 


imagined. So what could go 
wrong? Assuming China does 
not devalue and the problems in 
Latin America can be contained, 
analysts still have concerns 
about all the major economies. 
Ian Harwood, at Dresdner 
Kleinwort Benson, says the fun¬ 
damental problem with the U.S. 
economy is the squeeze on 
profits. He fears that the “inter¬ 
acting U.S. economic /stock 
market bubbles will eventually 
be undermined by profits reces¬ 
sion". 

In Japan, the concern is that 
the latest pick-up in activity will 
be another false dawn and that 
the economy will suffer a 
relapse in the second half of this 
year once the impact of higher 
public spending wears off. 
Moreover, long-term interest 
rates in Japan have been rising 
in recent weeks because 
investors can only be persuaded 
to buy government stocks at 
higher rates of interest. This is 
not good news for long-term 
recovery prospects. Indeed, 
more people outside Japan arc 
now convinced that the solution 
is far more drastic - printing 
more money to create some 
inflation. The threat to Europe 
is chat growth remains weak - 
either because exports suffer 
from intense global competition 
or because the stand-off 
between the ECB and the politi¬ 
cians causes a policy paralysis 
which prevents interest rates 
from coming down. That would 
be a self-inflicted wound both 
Europe and the global economy 
could do without. 
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BANGLADESH 
MORE STABLE 

DHAKA{AFP) —Japanese business leaders need political sta¬ 
bility in Bangladesh IF they are to increase investment, a 
high-powered joint business meeting was told Tuesday. An 
opposition alliance has threatened a four-day general strike 
from February 22 as part of a campaign to oust election com¬ 
mission chief Mohammad Abu Hena, whom they accuse of 
bias. 

The alliance staged a 60-hour strike on the same issue last 
week, the latest of several stoppages which have alarmed 
local business chiefs. 

Japanese charge d’affaires Shigeharu Maruynma told the 
Japan-Bangladesh Joint Committee for Commercial and 
Economic Cooperation that two aspects must be addressed 
to maintain good business relations. "One is to maintain 
politico! stability and the other is to create a conducive busi¬ 
ness environment, especially sound infrastructure faciiities, 
he said. 

"I can see that steady progress has been made in both 
respects and I highly appreciate the Bangladesh govern¬ 
ment's steadfast commitment,” he said, adding If there was 
further improvement Japanese investors would feel more 
eager to invest in Bangladesh. 1 

A 49-member Japanese team, led by committee chairman 
Uzuhiko Uwatokothe, took part in its 10th meeting. 
Uwatokothe said there were efforts in Bangladesh to 
improve infrastructure and to lessen hartals (general 
strikes). "We wish to do all wc can to help create an envi¬ 
ronment In which those involved in investment and trade 
between our two countries can do business more efficiently 
and more confidently.'' 

Bangladesh's Commerce Minister Tofail Ahincd, inaugurat¬ 
ing the day-long meeting, also referred to political prob¬ 
lems. "There are political differences among the parties in 
our country although we share similar views on economic 
issues. ! am sure the problem will be resolved soon to facil¬ 
itate uninterrupted economic activities." he said. Ahmed 
said incentives offered to foreign investors were the most 
attractive in Asia. 

The Japanese team earlier visited the export processing 
zone in Dhaka and will visit the southeastern port city of 
Chittagong Wednesday. Japan, the largest bilateral donor to 
Bangladesh, has investments in two export zones in Dhaka 
and Chittagong and in the Kamaphuly Fertilizer Company.

Dear Reader 

The year 1981 was announced 
the year of the handicapped by 
the United Nations. Ec was 
meant to establish a basis Tor 
understanding what a retarded 
person feels like and what ser¬ 
vices and facilities should be 
created for them. In Jordan, we 
participated, keeping in mind 
the same goals. 

A handicap could be only phys¬ 
ical such as a polio victim, or 
only mental and it could also 
be both mental and physical at 
the same time. 

The environment is important 
not only to the normai child, 
but to the handicapped child. 

In one way or another, the 
environment of the child with 
any but the mildest handicap is 
almost bound to be different 
from that of normal children. 
He is apt to be overprotect.ed 
or rejected at home. He maybe 
target of unkind criticism or 
comments by neighbours in his 
presence. He may be deprived 
of normal manipulative experi¬ 
ences and toys and other mate¬ 
rials. He could also be isolated 
from Iris fellows and their com¬ 
panionship. Many people still 
cannot distinguish a blind child 
from a mentally handicapped 
child. That means, that they 
believe that a blind child is also 
mentally handicapped, this is 
the greatest evil that can befall 
a blind child. The result could 
be “false retardation" because 
of sensory and motor stimuli 
deprivation. For example, 
delaying the introduction of 
solid foods may cause difficulty 
In chewing and eating. 

It is generally agreed that the 
mentally defective child Is fur¬ 
ther retarded by isolating him 
and not paying him any atten¬ 
tion. Mentally retarded chil¬ 
dren can Improve considerably 
with suitable education. It fol¬ 
lows that as the environment is 
of such importance in'the 
handicapped child, it must be 
borne in mind in assessing his 
intellectual potential. It is easy 
to underestimate such a child's 
ability because due attention 1 
has not been paid to the 
retarding effect of his environ-l 
ment. The aim should always! 
be to assess the mentally or' 
physically handicapped child's 
maximum potential and to 
help him to achieve it. 

The home, the neighbourhood 
and the school have a pro¬ 
found effect on the handi 
capped child. The role ofnutri 
tion in the early years, of love 
and security cannot be more 
emphasised.

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PITTSBURGH, (UPI) - In the 
near future a simple blood 
test to detecr levels of sex 
hormones could predict 
which women are at the high¬ 
est risk of developing breast 
cancer, according to results of 
a new study published in the 
Feb. 16 issue of the Annals of 
Internal Medicine. 

With the new information, 
physicians could determine 
who would be good candi¬ 
dates for medications rhnt 
can reduce the risk of the dis¬ 
ease. 

Jane A. Cauley. Dr.P.H., associ¬ 
ate professor of epidemiolo¬ 
gy at the University of 
Pittsburgh’s Graduate School 
of Public Health, led the 
multi-center, federally funded 
study. 

‘In our study 0 r older 
women, we found those with 
the highest levels of either 
serum estradiol or testos¬ 
terone were three times more 
llke| y than expected to devel- 
°P breast cancer,” Cauley

The research strengthens pre¬ 
vious reports indicating that 
hormone levels influence the 
risk of breast cancer. Cauley 
noted. 

"This type of information 
could help clinicians direct 
high-risk women to consider 
chemopreventlon for breast 
cancer," Cauley said. 

"Results from the Breast 
Cancer Prevention Trial and 
the Multiple Outcomes of 
Raloxifene Evaluation Trial 
have shown that certain med¬ 
ications can reduce the Inci¬ 
dence of breast cancer," she 
added. 

Unlike previous reports, 
results of the study showed « 
that testosterone and estradl- j 
ol independently contributed 
to breast cancer risk. 

For many years', • researchers 
have known that estradiol, a 
metabolic product of estro¬ 
gen, fuels the growth of some; 
breast cancers. The way that 
testosterone may contribute 
to breast cancer growth is 
unclear at this time, Cauley 
noted, 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) — Federal 
researchers say they have devel¬ 
oped a new kind of malaria vac¬ 
cine that is raising hopes of 
slopping the fata! mosquito- 
bite disease that kills millions 
of children each year. 

The researchers from the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention in Atlanta say the 
vaccine teaches the immune 
system to arrack the malaria 
parasite, called plasmodium fal¬ 
ciparum, at four stages of Its 
life cycle.

UP CAMPAIGN, LOOK FOR SUPPORT 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Days 
before the debut of the 
fasEest ever computer 
processor from Intel Corp., 
the chip's critics sought to 
widen their boycott and 
enlist the government in 
opposing the new technolo¬ 
gy, which they say will allow 
easy tracing of Internet- 
users. 

The organizers of the boy¬ 
cott, Jimkbusters Corp. of 
Green Brook, New Jersey and 
the Washington-based 
Electronic Privacy 

Information Center, sent let¬ 
ters to privacy and con¬ 
sumer groups, encouraging 
them to get the Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC) 
involved. 

Intel, the world's largest 
computer chip-maker, 
announced last month that 
its upcoming Pentium III 
chip will be able to transmit 
a unique serial number 
internally and to Web sites 
that request it. This could be 
used to verify the identity of 
Web site users. 

The company said the 
technology will help online 
merchants eliminate fraud, 
but some privacy groups 
contend it gives companies 
unprecedented ability to 
trace a consumer's digital 
footprints as they wander 
the Web.

An Intel spokesman, 
Chuck Mulloy, said, "They 
certainly have rlie right to 
write letters to anyone they 


want. We think we've given 
consumers enough choice - 
consumers choice and 
choice for the [computer 
makers|." 

After the planned boycott 
was announced last month, 
Intel officials said they will 
include software that allows 
consumers to turn off the 
new technology and that the 
company will encourage 
computer makers to turn it 
off by default in machines 
they sell. 

The privacy groups argued 
that some Web sites will 
require the technology be 
turned on and that some 
companies will mandate its 
use to prevent software pira¬ 
cy. "Experience shows that 
consumers will be coerced 
into submitting to rhe track¬ 
ing mechanism,” they wrote 
to the FTC. 

Intel lias said it expects to 
spend $300 million world¬ 
wide promoting its new 
processor, which will feature 
70 new built-in instructions 
that will boost the perfor¬ 
mance of graphics, multime¬ 
dia and voice-recognition 
software.

MP3 DOWNLOADS FAST BUT POSES DIRECT 
THREAT TO MUSIC COPYRIGHTS OVER NET 


LOS ANGELES (R) — The 
hottest thing going on the 
Internet music scene is MP3. No, 
not a rock band or a new indie 
record label; it is a music format 
that makes it easy to download 
and play near-CD-quality music 
on a home computer or 
Whlkman-styie portable player. 

MP3, short for Motion Picture 
Experts Group-3 audio layer 
three, squeezes large audio files 
into small amounts of disk space. 
A three-minute song that uses 30 
megabytes on a disk drive as a 
standard “.wav” file rakes abour 
a tenth of the space when 
recorded in MP3 and can down¬ 
load in under a minute. 

Although it has been around 
for several years, MP3 has taken 
off only recently thanks to a con¬ 
fluence of events that include an 
abundance of free MP3 player 
software plug-ins, a widening 
pool of music, both legal and 
pirated, and the support of a 
growing number of bands and 
music labels who see it as yet 
another way to reach fans. 


Just how popular is MP3? 
industry sources estimate 
Internet users have downloaded 
more than 15 million MP3 soft¬ 
ware players, which work as add¬ 
ons to a Web browser. Lycos 
{http:ZAwvw.lycos.com} and part¬ 
ner Fast Search & Transfer 
recently put up a MP3 database 
(http://MP3.lycos.coin/) that lists 
500,000 MP3-formatted songs 
available for downloading from 
thousands of Web sites. 

MP3.com (http-/Avww.MP3com), 
a San Diego-based distributor of 
free MP3 music, registers about 
200,000 visitors a day to its Web 
site. Diamond Multimedia 
Systems Inc. in San Jose, 
California, (http/Avww.diamond- 
mm.com), has boosted produc¬ 
tion of its Rio portable electronic 
MP3 player to more than 10,000 
units , a week and still cannot 
keep up with demand.

MP3's popularity is not with¬ 
out controversy.

Last week, an 
amateur music Web site called 
MP3 Addiction had available for 
downloading copies of 71 of the 
current top 20 U.S. singles listed 
by Billboard magazine.

Washington-based trade group 
that represents top music labels 
such as Sony and EMI, has gone 
alter Web sites posting copy¬ 
right-protected music.

WHAT IT SHOULD POST ON ITS SITE

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WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff looked on as 
Pentagon cyber-warriors 
clicked away at their lap¬ 
tops and showed how 
would-be terrorists could 
find his son’s home 
address. 

Army Gen. Henry Shelton 
then got a demonstration 
of how a skilled adversary 
might combine publicly 
available biographies and 
contractor information on 
military Web sites with a 
few well-placed phone calls 
to pin down the dates of 
highly classified nuclear 
exercises. 

The classified briefing, 
held in Shelton's Pentagon 
office, was then given to 
other generals and admi¬ 
rals as well as senior civil¬ 
ians, generating a momen¬ 
tum that has led the mili- 
lar y to order a massive 
scrub of its vast network of 
Internet sites.

in response, defense and 
national security officials 
have become more willing 
to discuss, on condition of 
not being identified by 
name, the nature of the 
risk their detailed review of 
military Web sites revealed. 

“There was information 
that was potentially tacti¬ 
cally useful to an adversary, 


the kind of thing where if 
someone really wanted to 
do harm to your personnel, 
it could facilitate them in 
undertaking an attack,” 
said one senior defense 
official working on Internet 
security issues. Another 
national security official 
called the briefings "eye- 
openers" rhar startled com¬ 
manders. 

The briefings stemmed 
from work done in 1997 
and 1998 by Pentagon "red 
teams," a term associated 
with a notional enemy 
force in war games. Team 
members tried to learn 
how much mischief they 
could do by skillfully scan¬ 
ning military Web sites, 
without any sophisticated 
hacking. They showed 
Shelton, himself a former 
special operations special¬ 
ist, how his own biography 
posted on a military Web 
site combined with non¬ 
military databases could 
quickly lead a terrorist to 


the home address of one of 
his sons living in Florida. 

The red reams found 
derailed maps and aerial 
photographs of military 
installations that would 
help anyone planning a 
strike or a terrorist action. 
These were the kinds or 
pictures, one senior official 
noted ruefully, that the 
United States spent billions 
to get during the Cold War 
through its spy satellite 
network. Now the United 
States was giving such 
imagery away for free on 
the Internet. 

Senior officers were par¬ 
ticularly concerned when 
one of the red teams was 
able to combine a variety 
of data and make highly 
accurate estimates about 
the timing of nuclear 
weapons drills, exercises 
mul readiness checks, 
according to two senior 
national security officials 
familiar with the briefings. 

Biographies of individual 
commanders of units likely 
to be involved in such 
operations combined with 
phone calls to those com¬ 
manders' bases yielded 


information about tempo¬ 
rary duty assignments in 
Nevada at installations 
involved in nuclear 
weapons handling. Military 
Web sites containing con¬ 
tractor information, partic¬ 
ularly formal requests for 
bids to supply particular 
security equipment, helped 
further hone this detective 
work, according to the offi¬ 
cials. 

Cleaning the military 
Web sites of potentially 
dangerous informal ion has 
proved a m nun mental task. 
Hill Leonard, a top 
Pentagon information secu¬ 
rity official, said the mili¬ 
tary was unsure initially 
how many Well sites it had, 
and even today can only 
provide an estimate. For a 
time, the Army completely 
closed off access to its 
1.000 Web sites. Now hack 
oil line, the Army's Web 
sites have been substantial¬ 
ly trimmed, as have those 
of the other services. 
Entire Internet addresses 
have been put off limits, 
with the terse message on 
the computer screen that 
information previously 


available has been removed 
for security reasons. 

Some think the scrub of 
military Web sites has gone 
too far. 

"This is n wartime infor¬ 
mation policy," said John 
Pike of the Federation of 
American Scientists, a 
Washington-based research 
group that follows military 
and intelligence matters. 
“All kinds of program infor¬ 
mation is being withdrawn. 
Almost anything that dis¬ 
closes what an agency actu¬ 
ally does, beyond a brief 
mission statement, is going 
away." 

The Federation is pursu¬ 
ing release of some of the 
deleted information under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act. To date, the Pentagon 
cannot point to a specific 
incident where information 
posted on a military Web 
site resulted in harm to 
U.S. national security. 

But the Pentagon says it 
lias solid electronic evi¬ 
dence that foreign coun¬ 
tries, including some 
adversaries, are regular vis¬ 
itors to U.S. military Web 
sites.

American Indians are more 
than twice as likely to be victims 
of violent crimes, a Justice 
Department study of crime data 
from 1992-19% shows. The 
analysis concludes that the inci¬ 
dence of violent crime among 
American Indians was 124 per 
1 .000 residents while during die 
same period, the victimization 
rate was 61 in 1,000 for blacks, 
49 in 1,000 for whites and 29 in 
1,000 for Asians.

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BOOKt RAMSEY'S KILLER 
KNEW FAMILY HOME 

NEW YORK (UPJ) — Excerpts from a new book on tlte JonBenet Ramsey 
staying suggest the ftyearald’s killer was familiar with the layout of tier 
Boulder, Colo., home. 

Author Lawrence Schiller says the blanket in which the giri's body was 
found most likely came from a dodies dryer near lier bedroom, a place only 
someone wlxj knew the family and its routine would think to look. 

Also, the giri's body was found In a wine cellar in the basement, a rela¬ 
tively remote space that would have been difficult for a stranger to reach 
quickly particularly after negotiating the 13-step spiral staircase dint led 
from JonBenet’s second-floor bedroom to tlie ground floor. 

The excerpts appear in Monday's issue of Newsweek. Schiller's book, 
"Perfect Muider - Perfect Tbwn," will be publisiied this week. 

Jonfienet Ramsey, a onetime Little Miss Colorado, was found beaten and 
strangled to death Dec. 26,19%. There have been no arrests in the slaying, 
although the giri's parents, John and Patsy Ramsey, remain potential sus¬ 
pects. 

Amid well-publicized squabbling between police and county prosecu¬ 
tors, a grand jury in Boulder was convened in September. Tire panel was 
conducting interviews and was expected to condude its investigation in 
March. 

The book excerpts also point toa hard side of Patsy Ramsey drat surfaced 
during her interviews last June with police. Schiller says loin Haney of the 
Denver police found Ramsey to be charming and polite for two days. 

On the third day, Haney took the offensive, asking what she would do if 
he said police had evidence showing she was not being truthful. 

As Schiller tells it, Ramsey replied by saying in a tough manner, “Let’s see 
it.” When Haney accused Ramsey of lying to him, the book says she 
responded, "M, you don't want to go there." 

Detectives on the case later credited Haney with bringing out another 
side of Ramsey's personality one that might be capable of harm.

REVEALED ON DEADLINE 
FOR IOC SUBMISSIONS 


LONDON (AP) — Several recent bidders for the Olympic Gaines said 
they had (ailed to uncover any irregularities • or declined to say if they 
had — as Monday's deadline passed for submitting reports of alleged 
misconduct. 

In the wake of the Salt Lake City bribery scandal, the International 
Olympic Committee sent letters to all cities which bid for the games 
from 19% onwards, asking Tor any concrete evidence of ethical mis¬ 
conduct by IOC members. 

The IOC said Monday It had no word yet on how many cities had 
replied and would be In a better position to do so Tuesday. 

Last week, Japanese Olympic officials said they would tell the IOC 
that nine IOC members may have broken rules during Nagano's suc¬ 
cessful bid for die 1992 Winter Games. 

There were no such revelations Monday in an AP survey of recent 
key bidders. 

—Berlin (2000 games): “It's been investigated and it’s all on the 
table. We didn't see any rules being broken," said Heiner Henze, gen¬ 
eral secretary of the Germany Olympic committee. 

Meanwhile, the opposition party in the Berlin legislature — the 
Greens — said they had sent their own report to IOC detailing what 
they called “irregularities" by IOC members. Judith Demba, a Greens 
leader, termed the IOC “a club of corrupt old men ” 

—Manchester (1996 and 2000) and Birmingham (1992), England: 
Simon Clegg, chief executive of the British Olympic Association, said a 
report was sent to the IOC bur its contents were confidential. 

"The findings of the IOC will be announced in due course, until then 
the BOA will respect the confidentiality contained in the report." lie 
said.' 

The chairman of Manchester's bid committee had earlier character¬ 
ized treatment of IOC members as "gross hospitality." 

—St. Petersburg, Russia (2004): Neither the Russian Olympic com¬ 
mittee nor the St. Petersburg bidding committee will submit a report.

“God spoke to me and said 
you made a promise," White 
said at the time. “When I signed 
the deal last year, I signed a five- 
year deal with the promise that I 
would play for two years.” 

Last month, after the Packers 
lost to San Francisco in the play¬ 
offs, White said he expected to 
retire and focus on his other 
interests. 

But when he was in Hawaii

DESPITE BARCELONA DEFEAT 


MADRID (AP) — Real Madrid has decided to keep 
Dutch coach Guus Hiddink on as coach despite the 
embarrassing 3-0 defeat this weekend against eternal 
foe FC Barcelona, news reports said Monday. 

"Hiddink will continue," Madrid chairman Lorenzo 
Sanz was quoted by the leading daily El Pais as saying. 
T don't even know why you are asking me this." 

Tlie defeat left Barcelona with 43 points, five clear at 
the top of the Spanish Primera Division, while Madrid 
lies No. 5 with 37 points. 

With Madrid unable to find consistent form this sea¬ 


son. speculation was high that Hiddink might get the 
ax. should the side lose against.Barcelona. 

Doubts also intensified late Sunday after city neigh¬ 
bor team Atletico de Madrid fired Its Italian coach 
Arrigo Saaclii because of the team's recent dismal 
league performances. 

“The team played well (against Barcelona)." Sanz told 
El Pais. 

“Maybe Hiddink's strategy was a little conservative. 
... But there's a lot of league left. There are still 48 
points to be won and I’m not giving up the title yet." 


Hiddink, himself, said he did not expect to he fired. 

"For me there was never any quest ion about not stay¬ 
ing on."

W liac saved the presi- < 
dent at trial? An 
intriguing mix of 
polls, senatorial pride and, as 
usual, the excesses of his ene¬ 
mies. The Inside story of 
Clinton's acquittal. 

On jan. 5, two weeks after 
the House had impeached 
President Clinton, eight ranking 
senators ■ four Republicans and 
four Democrats - met privately 
In Senate Majority Leader Trent 
Lott's hideaway office on the 
third floor of the Capitol. The 
most senior senator, Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina, 
had something he wanted to 
say. At 96, Thurmond does not 
speak up much these days, and 
when he does, his drawl can be 
hard to comprehend. But on 
this occasion he was perfectly 
clear about the prospects for . 
convicting the president of high 
crimes and misdemeanors. "It 
takes two thirds to get rid of 
this fella," said Thurmond. "We 
don’t have it. Let’s get it over." 

A simple, reasonable declara¬ 
tion of fact. But not much had 
been straightforward or ratio¬ 
nal about the Lewinsky scandal. 
Stunned by the vole to impeach 
in the House, the White House, 
said a top Clinton aide, viewed 
the Senate as a "barn full of 
hay" - ready to catch fire. Right- 
wing Republicans were 
demanding a show trial to 
expose Bill Clinton and, by 
extension, the moral relativism 
of the Democratic Party, Several 
of the House "managers" cho¬ 
sen to prosecute the president 
were feverishly scheming to 
dish new dirt into the record. 
The rules were archaic or 
unclear: the Senate had not 
tried a president for high 
crimes since I860. The pundits 
were saying that anything could 
happen and network executives 
were hoping it would. 

Like most climactic battles, 
however, this one was deter¬ 
mined by c^ireflil groundwork. 
When the scandal broke last 
year, Clinton chose to go to war 
rather than sue for peace. 
“Well, we'll just have to win, 
then," he told his old adviser 
Dick Morris a year ago. The 
president's team cleverly demo¬ 
nized the prosecutor and 
played to public opinion, suc¬ 
cessfully arguing that this was 
about sex, not constitutional 
substance. And, as always, 
Clinton was unusually lucky - 
especially in his enemies. 

Still, it all could have spun 
out of Clinton's control. In rhe 
end the president was spared, a 
Newsweek reconstruction 
shows, by a mix of high-mind- 


edness, backroom dealing and 
senatorial vanity. For some .- 
years now, Senate old-timers 
have been quietly muttering 
about a loss of civility and col- 1 
legiality in their chamber. They 
blamed TV cameras and an 
influx of bomb throwers from 
the House. To the traditional¬ 
ists, the impeachment vote in 
the House was a spectacle not 
to be repeated. The dignity of 
tl:e upper house was at stake. . 
The senators had read the polls 
and weren't interested in rum¬ 
maging through Clinton’s sex 
life. The best strategy: preserve , 
institutional pride and get it 
over with fast. 

At first, the president's worst 
nightmare was a Senate united - 
against him. The White House 
plan - really, more a hope - was 
to keep the trial as partisan as 
possible. A vote split along 
party lines would fall short of 
the two thirds necessary to con¬ 
vict. It would make the trial 
look like pure politics, with the 
Republicans in the role of witch 
hunters. The president was 
downcast, then, when the 
Senate took its first vote on Jan. 

8 - deciding, 100-0, to set some 
ground rules. The vote put off 
the hard decisions, like whether 
to call witnesses, bur to Clinton 
it demonstrated dangerous sen¬ 
atorial solidarity. "It was his 
lowest moment," said an aide 
who worked closely with him. 

The 13 House managers were 
just as unhappy about the 100- 
0 vote, "A group hug," scoffed 
Congressman Chris Cannon of 
Utah, "a collective pant-wet¬ 
ting. 1 ’ The day before the vote, 
Lott had announced that he 
wanted'to pay a visit to the 
managers. “This ain't good, 
guys," Rep:. Lindsey Graham 
told his colleagues. Senators 
almost never deign to visit the 
House. Lott was already suspect 
to'the House managers - a little 
too slick, too willing to make 
■ deals.’He must be bringing bad 
news, warned Graham. Sure 
enough, Lott told the managers 
that the Senate would never 
, permit a normal trial, though he

Now, in 
order to shake up the prissy 
senators, he wanted to portray 
Clinton as rough sex fiend and 
cover-up artist. During the 
House impeachment proceed¬ 
ings. the Judiciary Commitree 
had paraded members into a 
secret evidence room. They 
were shown a report from Ken 
Starr about a witness in the 
Paula Jones sexual-harassment 
case called Jane Doe Five. 
About 20 years ago, Clinton had 
allegedly forced himself upon 
Jane Doe Five. The evidence 
was murky: Jane Doe had bro¬ 
ken down in tears when ques¬ 
tioned by Starr’s investigators, 
who failed to ask follow-up 
questions. Jane Doe Five was 
not part of the impeachment 
case sent over to the Senate. 
Graham and others hoped, 
however, to get the press inter¬ 
ested. They were glad when 
NBC’s Lisa Myers interviewed 
Jane Doe. and looked forward 
to an expose on “Dateline." 
Graham, who calls himself “the 
Jane Doe guy," also went dig¬ 
ging for other women. He says 
he called a Newsweek reporter 
at home because he had heard 
that the magazine was working 
on a story about Clinton and a 
former Miss America. Told no, 
he asked, "Got anything else 
coming?" 

Clinton's legal team feared 
the House's fishing expedition. 
"We didn't know what was out 
there," said one of the presi¬ 
dent’s lawyers. “That’s when we 
started talking about putting on 
a real defense." Such a trial, this 
lawyer estimated, would last "a 


year and a half." He added, "We 
weren't bluffing.” Some of the 
president's political advisers 
cringed at a long trial, but the 
president wanted an all-out 
defense "on the law and the 
facts,” ■ said the lawyer. “He 
believed he had done nothing 
wrong." Closely questioning his 
lawyers, Clinton was deeply 
involved in his own defense. So 
was the first lady, though she 
never attended staff meetings; 
instead she communicated 
through aides and the president 
himself. Hillary's focus was 
entirely on the constitutional 
issues. It had been her idea to 
parade scholars before the 
House judiciary Committee, 
and in the Senate trial she con¬ 
tinued to ofTcr arguments oil 
the proper definition or "high 
crimes." She didn’t want to get 
into the facts.- 

The White House was frus¬ 
trated and a little rattled when 
the House managers put oil 
their opening arguments in the 
second week of January. Tiie 
Sunday TV shows credited the 
House team with making a 
strong case, especially on 
obstruction of justice. "It was 
full of sloppy lawyering," 
groused a member of the 
Clinton team. The White House 
set up a war room lull of com¬ 
puters in the ceremonial office 
of the vice president in the 
Capitol. Searching through 
Monica’s testimony on CD- 
ROM, the president's lawyers 
picked over the managers' case, 
finding holes and mistakes. Off 
in a comer sat a desk that had 
belonged to Richard Nixon, 
with holes carved out for hi^ 
secret taping system. No one 


used tlu* desk. 

The president talked mi the 
phone to a lew Democratic sen- h 
ators most nights dining the e 
trial, but he was powerless to g 
do anything about the senator l 
lie feared most: Robert Byrd of V 
West Virginia. Any While House t 
lobbying would he "jury lam- c 
poring,” Byrd warned before l 
rhe trial began. Pompous and I 
shrewd, Byrd declared Mint his 
loyalty was to the Bible and the t 
Constitution, not the 
Democratic Party. He hinted i 
broadly to senators that lie \ 
might vote to convict. As rank- l 
mg member of the i 
Appropriations Committee, i 
Byrd was a danger to the White 
House: he could use Senate 
pork to swing votes. 

Senate Minority Leader Tom 
Daschle knew lliiit lie had to 
handle Byrd with extreme care. 
Daschle played to Byrd’s ego, 
calling him every day and invit¬ 
ing him to address his col¬ 
leagues on Senate history and 
custom. The Republicans, 
meanwhile, were courting Byrd, 
showering him with praise as 
“the conscience of the Senate." 
Bur House Manager Bob Barr 
had already offended Byrd's 
sense of institutional propriety: 
the hard-light Georgia con¬ 
gressman had publicly suggest¬ 
ed that the Senate lacked "the 
attention span" to hold an 
impeachment trial.
